Troops Again Move Against Crawleys 
Three Prisoners En Route to Atlanta 


By Britt Craig. 

Blairsville, Ga. January 15.— 
(Special.)—The detachment of sol- 
diers sent here from Camp Gordon, 
accompanied by deputy marshals 
and revenue officers to arrest the 
slayers of Deputy United States 
Marshal Ben F. Dixon, and to ae 
rest the slackers and deserters from 
the army, said to be in the vicinity, 
left here early this morning on a 
secret expedition into the moun- 
tains. 

The destination of the officers was 
not revealed, all maintaining the ut- 
most secrecy as to their further 
plans. However, it is understood 
that a party of scouts scoured the 
neighboring country all day Tues- 
day and secured the desired infor- 
mation for the expedition, which 
was agreed on after a lengthy con- 
ference between the military and 
federal officers. Upon leaving here 
the detachment carried with them 
sufficient supplies and provisions 
for a journey of two or three days. 

Moving Towards Tennessee, 

The officers in charge of the ex- 
pedition announced Wednesday that 
the latest reports are to the effect 
that Decatur and George Crawley, 
with Blaine Stewart, their cousin, 
are the parties principally respon- 
sible for the slaying of Deputy 
Marshal Dixon, and that they are 
now. making their way toward the 
mountains of east Ten It waa 
learned weanuvenprcnietae’ ‘officers 
in charge of the expedition had 
communicated with federal author- 
ities fn. Atlante as to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Georgia officers in Ten- 
nessee, and whether or not it would 
be advisable for them to continue 
the chase into another state. 

‘The soldiers in the expedition 
camped at Butternut Springs yester- 
day, after three days of hard travel 
over the mountain trails, while the 
scouts, who were theroughly fa- 
miliar with all the mountain trails 
and passes, were on their tour. They 
broke camp shortly before daylight 
and left for parts unknown. 

En Route for Atlanta. 

Frank and Felix Crawley and 
their relative, George Bowers, who 
were taken into custody Tuesday, 
left here Wednesday morning in 
charge of United States Marshal 
Howard Thompson and his deputy, 
Tom Curtis, for Atlanta, where they 
will be placed in the Fulton county 
jail. The Crawley brothers were ar- 
rested on Monday morning when 
their house was surrounded by a 
group of soldiers, while Bowers was 
arrested on Tuesday morning when 
he attempted to enter the Crawley 
home. The Crawley brothers are be- 
ing held under:the charge of being 
implicated in the slaying of Marshal 
Dixon, while Bowers is charged with 
evading the draft law. 

Rose and Margaret Crawley, two 
sisters of the men, who were arrest- 
ed in connection with the slaying of 
Marshal Dixon, have moved from 
their home at the foot of Rickett 
mountain to the home of their 
brother, Lawrence Crawley, about a 
mile away. The land company which 
owns the Crawley home has taken 
legal action to secure possession of 
the premises, declaring that owing 
to the recent developments they did 
not desire to have any further deal- 
ings with the present tenants.

OF AIDING PACKERS.

Heney Tells Congtess 
Committee Food Admin- 
istration Was Packed 
With Agents of Meat 
Men — Packing Profits 
Huge. 


Washington, January 15.—Francis 
J. Heney, of San Francisco, who is 
chief counsel for the federal trade 
commission in its investigation of 
the meat packing industry, told the 
senate agriculture committee today 
that Swift & Co. “had packed” the 
food administration with “dollar-a- 
year men” who received large sala- 
ries from the company at the time 
they were serving the government. 

Mr. Heney, who was appearing in 
support of the Kendrick bill for gov- 
ernment regulation of the meat in- 
dustry, said Food Administrator | 
Hoover sought to stop him from 
making public letters criticising re- 
tention by the administration of W. 
J. Priebe while the latter still was 
in the employ of Swift & Co. 

Mr. Hoover, according to the wit- 
ness, appealed\to President Wilson, 
saying that publication of the letters 
was hindering the food conservation 
campaign. Mr. Heney said he was 
recalled from Chicago where he was 
working on the commission’s inves- 
tigation of the packers and found on 
his arrival here that the president 
had advised the commission that he 
had no_instructions to offer, but 
hoped that a head-on collision would 
be avoided. 

The witness said that Mr. Priebe 
had charge of fixing poultry prices 
for the food administration and that 
while so acting he received a regu- 
lar salary from Swift & Co., with a 
percentage of the income of Priebe 
& Co. This company, Mr. Heney 
said, was owned by Swift & Co. 

Hoover Refused to Act. 

Many of the complaints against 
Priebe, the witness declared, charg- 
ed that he, through various orders, 
was working in the interest of Swift 
& Co. Heney said he told Mr. Hoov- 
er Priebe should be removed, but 
the food administr&tor declined to 
take such action, whereupon an 
agreement was reached that Heney 
would make public no more letters 
without first advising Mr. Hoover 
of their character. 

Mr. Heney told the committee that 
other employees of Swift & Co., who 
received salaries from the company 
while working with the food admin- 
istration were EB. O. Heyl, who had 
charge of fixing prices on canned 
goods; H, B. Collins and F. S. Brooks. 
Heyl later resigned under fire, Hen- 
ey said. Collins and Heyl, he 
asserted, received $10,000 a year 


from the company. 

The witness said that Joseph P. 
Cotton, head of the food administra- 
tion’s meat division, was a man of 
ines integrity,” but was unfit for 
the job of regulating the packers. 
Mr. Heney said Mr. Cotton had ad- 
mitted to him that the profits of the 
packers in 1917 were “scandalous.” 

Swift & Co.’s profits year before

WAR ANY MOMENT 


LIKELY IN EUROPE 
ALLIES FEARFUL 


Central News Quotes 
High Authority as Stat- 
ing That Appearance of 
Peace Has Been Mis- 
taken for Reality. 


NEW ARMISTICE TERMS 
DRAWN TO MEET PERIL 


Allied War Council Has 
Reached Decision to Go 
Slow About Demobiliza- 
tion — Allied Armies to 


Stay on the Rhine Many 
Months. 


London, January 15.—The Cen- 
tral News declares that as a result 
of the allied discussions in Paris 
the whole aspect of demobilization 
has undergone a sudden and vital 
change, this being shown in the 
drastic conditions demanded of Ger- 
many for a renewal of the armi- 
stice. 

“On authority of an unimpeach- 
able character,” 
News, “it can be stated that a situa- 
tion exists in Europe under which 
war may ‘break out again at any 
moment. The allied war council

means that the British people have 
mistaken the appearance of peace 
for reality. This decision , means 
that the new British ministry must 
revise the whole scheme of army 
demobilization. 

. “The. decision _fa..that 
in. proportion to its mili- 
tary atrength, must maintain an 
army of occupation on the Rhine 
for many months. If the rapid in- 
crease in demobilization recently 
announced were continued there 
would in a few months be no army 
in France to undertake the obliga- 
tions which, by common decision of 
the allies, have been placed upon 
British shoulders.” 

New Armistice Terms Drastic. 

The new armistice terms to be 
presented to Germany by Marshal 
Foch are unofficially stated here to 
include the following: 

First—Retribution upon the Ger- 
mans for the murder and ill-treat- 
ment of allied prisoners. 

Second—The machinery and goods 
stolen by Germany from France and 
Belgium to be at once given up. It 
is pointed out France alone has 
§00,000 men who will be out of work 
until this machinery is returned. 

Third—German gold, amounting 
to more than £100,000,000, to be 
moved from Berlin to a safe place, 
probably Frankfort, and protected 
from Bolshevism in Germany en 
route, Certain other property to 
be surrendered. 

Fourth—Germany to give over her 
shipping, of which she is believed 
to have 4,000,000 tons, to carry food 
supplies to countries in Europe in 
need of them. 

Fifth—Any U-boat on the stocks 
to be handed to the allies for their 
disposal, or to be destroyed, and no 
more submarines be built. 

Many U-Boats Discovered, 

“Some 170 boats have been dis- 
covered on hand at German yards,” 
says the Daily Mail, “and these must 
obviously be dealt with. Mankind 
would not be safe if they were left 
in German hands intact. We may 
hope, however, that the peace con- 
ference will forbid submarine war 
and submarine construction in fu- 
ture, 

“Submarines are valueless for 
commercial work and are capable 
of such criminal use in war that 
they ought not to be tolerated, The 
British navy has provided appli- 
ances which rob them of their sting; 
the British submarines are by far 


the most powerful in the world. 
Nevertheless, the submarines ought 
to be banned.” 


SHIPS NOT DELIVERED 
BY NAVY CONTRACTORS 


Washington, January 15.—Despite 
the best efforts of shipbuilders hold- 
ing navy contracts, none was able 
to meet building ‘speed estimates 
during the last year, Rear Admiral 
Taylor, chief of the bureau of con- 
struction, told the senate naval com- 
mittee today at its investigation of 
contracts for Eagle submarine 
chasers. 

The Eagle boats, he said, were not 
built as fast as promised, but added 
that delay by builders was general. 
While forty-three were to be deliv- 
ered before the closing of navigation 
on the great lakes, the navy re- 
ceived only seven and had “bad 
luck” with three of them, he said. 

The admiral exlained that of sixty 
boats to be built, fourteen’ had been 
completed and twenty-one were on 
the ways. 

Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
who proposed the investigation, sug- 
gested that contracts for the re- 
maining twenty-five be cancelled.

State Highway Bills 
Proposed for Georgia 
By U.S. Department 


J. E. Pennybacker, Fed- 
eral Expert, Outlines for 
The Constitution Two 
Measures Which Would 
Make Federal Funds 
Fully Available.

Washington, January 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The United States department 
of good roads, at my request, has 
prepared for The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion and the people of Georgia sug- 
gestions for two bills through which 
federal aid for the highways of the 
state could be made fully available. 
The first of these, suggested for en- 
actment at the forthcoming session 
of the legislature, would start good 
road construction at once and would 
permit the state to receive the bene- 
fit of large federal sums now accu- 
mulated and to accrue. ; 

The second bill, suggested to the 
legislature following enactment ofa 
constitutional amendment which 
should be submitted to the forth- 
coming session, provides for the issu- 
ing of state bonds for highway pur- 
poses, the capitalization of the auto-

25 STATES RATIFY 


DRY" AMENDMENT 
10 CONSTITUTION 


Several State Legislatures 


Are in Session and There 
Will Be Race Today as 
to Which Will Be Thir- 
ty-Sixth on the List. 


ANTIS ARE PLANNING 
TO GET INJUNCTIONS 


‘They Claim That Legis- 


latures of Some States 
Have Acted Illegally in 
Ratifying the Amend- 
ment—About 15 States 
Are Involved. 


Washington, January 15.—Legisla- 
tures of thirty-five states—one !ess 
than the required three-fotrths— 
have ratified the prohibition consti- 
tuoional amendment. Several] state 
assemblies now in session are ex- 
pected to take action tomorrow with 
a probable race between Nebraska, 
Missouri and Minnesota as to which 
will be the thirty-sixth on the list. 

Ratification was completed today 
by the legislatures of five states— 
Iowa, Colorado, Oregon, New Hamp- 
Shire and Utah—making a total) of 
twelve in two days. Of the thirty- 
five states that have taken action, 
only fourteen have certified their 
action to the federal state depart- 
ment. They are Virginia, Kentuckw 
North Dakota, South Carolina, Mary- 
land, South Dakota, Texas, Montana, 
Delaware, Massachusetts, Arizona, 
Georgia, Louisiana and Michigan. 

Effective in Year. 

The amendment, under its provig 
ions, becomes effective one year from 
the date of the final ratification, Ad- 
ditional legislation by congress is 
necessary to make it operative and 
ground work for this already has 
been laid. This legislation will pre- 
scribe penalties for violation of the. 
amendment, determine how and by 
what agencies the law shall be en- 
forced. 

If ratification ig completed this 
month many officials here believe 
| the country will become permanently 
“dry” next July 1, the date on which 
the special war-time prohibition re- 
cently enacted by congress goes into 
effect. This law prevents the man- 
ufacture and sale of intoxicants for 
beverage purposes and remains in 
force until the demobilization of the 
national war armies is completed. 

Court action to prevent. the 
amendment becoming operative @l- 
ready has been started in Cali- 
fornia, where an order temporarily 
restraining Governor Stephens from 
signing ratification of the amendment 
has been obtained. It has been inti- 
mated that similar action may ‘be 
taken in other states in which, it is 
said, state laws require.that federal 
constitutional amendments must be 
submitted to a referendum. 

The prohibition amendment reso- 
lution passed by congress provides 
that ratification shall be by “the 
legislatures of the several states as 
provided by the constitution,”

TEXAS LEGISLATURE 
ASKS FOR REFERENDUM.

DRASTIC DRY MEASURE 
PROPOSED FOR ALABAMA. 

Montgomery, Ala., January 15.— 
Introduction in both houses of the 
Alabama legislature of a drastic 
bone dry prohibition bill was a fea- 
ture of.the sessions this afternoon 
The bill, drafted by Judge Weakley, 
of Birmingham, and indorsed by the 
Anti-Saloon league, prohibits the 
manufacture, sale, transportation or 
stbrage of distilled, malt or vinous 
liquors in Alabama; provides that 
a judge who suspends a prohibi- 
tion violation sentence shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor in office 
and virtually makes the governor 
chief enforcing agent with plenary 
powers. 

Several radical measures were in- 
troduced in addition to the above 
act, among them bills abolishing 
the fish and game commission, the 
office of supernumerary judge; 
abolishing the four normal colleges 
and ten district agricultural high 
schools and court of appeals and 
board of equalization. 

Bills increasing the governor’s 
salary and giving relief to sheriffs 
in relation to fees and feed bills 
were reported favorably during the 
afternoon.

“Brazil will have three delegates. 
Belgium, China, Greece, Poland, Por- 
tugal, the Czecho-Slovak republic, 
Rumania and Serbia will have two 
delegates apiece; Siam one delegate 
and Cuba, Guatemala, Haiti, Hondu- 
ras, Liberia, Nicaragua and Panama 
one delegate apiece. 

“Montenegro will have one dele- 

ate, but the rules concerning the 

esignation of this delegate shall not 
be fixed until the moment when the 
political situation in this country 
shall have been cleared up. 

“The meeting adopted the follow- 
ing two general principles: One— 
Each delegation being a unit, the 
number of delegates forming it shall 
have no influence upon its status at 
the conference. Two—lIn the selec- 
tion of its delegation each nation 
may avail itself of the panel system. 
This will enable each state at dis- 
cretion to entrust its interests to 
such persons as it may designate. 


“The adoption of the panel sys- 
tem will in particular enable the

Delegate Allotment Not Liked. 


While the appointment of del- 
egates to the peace congress 
has not yet been officially made 
known, the list published after 
Monday’s sessions of the su- 
preme council has caused an un- 
favorable impression among some 
of the missions, according to the 
French press. The Serbians and 
Belgians are notably’ dissatisfied 
with the giving of three delegates 
to Brazil while they are only per- 
mitted two each. 

In the case of Belgium the three 
seats alloted her by the French plan 
admitted of the nomination of a 
representative of each of the par- 
ties—conservatives, liberals and so- 
claliists. With only two delegates, 
the representative of one party 
needs must be dropped. 

Logically, ft is pointed out, it 
ought to have been the least im- 
portant party thus to suffer, but it 
is impossible to drop from the dele- 
tyne the foreign minister, Paul 

ymans, a liberal. Consequently the 
commentators say it would seem to 
be Emile Vandervelde, the socialist 
minister of justice, who will be the 
one eliminated should the Belgian 
allotment stand. 


Methods of Precedure. 


The supreme council of the peace 
congress resumed its sessions at 10:30 
o'clock today. Those in attendance 
were Premier Clemenceau and For- 
eign Minister Pichon for France; 
President Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
sing for the United States; Premier 
Lloyd-George and Foreign Secretary 
Balfour for Great Britain; Foreign 
Minister Sonnino for Italy and Vis- 
count Chinda and Baron Matsui for 
Japan.

This is the feature of the situa- 
tion as it exists today. The plans 
are being rapidly put tnto shape in 
informal conferences and are work- 
ing toward a position where the 
pt conference in full session can 

iscuss them thoroughly and then 
probably name a committee or com- 
mission, from among its member- 
ship, to produce the framework in 
writing. 

The work before today’s session of 
the supreme council comprised 
completion of the allotment of 
representation for the various na- 
tions andafurther delving into the 
question of whether Russia should 
have delegates in the larger body. 
In a large sense the work today 
may be compared to that of a cre- 
dentials committee preceding the 
sitting of an American national 
convention. The preliminary sées- 
sions will continue work on the 
question continuously with the ex- 
pectation of having it entirely dis- 
posed of by Saturday, when the first 
formal sitting of the peace con- 
gress will be held. 

The program commonly agreed 
upon calls for primary considera~- 
tion of the forming of a league of 
nations and the congress will work 
on this to the exclusion of all other 
subjects. 

Joint Problems, 


Those European statesmen who 
now appear friendly to the purpose 
of putting the league of nations 
question to the fore have repeated- 
ly expressed the view that the 
formation of the league and tha 
making-of peace are joint problems 
which cannot be dissociated. The 
efforts thus seem to_be to bend all 
energies to the laying of the foun- 
dations of the league, so that the 
conference may proceed to the ac- 
tual making of the peace treaty in 
the early spring, even indeed, if 
it be only a preliminary oné which 
will dispose of the pressing ques- 
tion of demobilization and the re- 
turn of the warring countries as 
nearly as possible to the economic 
conditions of peace. This is recog- 
nized by all the statesmen at the 
conference as of the utmost neces- 
sity, and is not a view confined to 
the Europeans alone. 

The sponsors for the leacue of na- 
tions plans contemplate the broad- 
ening out of the functfons of the 
proposed league as the preliminary 
discussions proceed, their assump- 
tion being that these will range far 
into the subjects of raw material 
and finance, proceeding on the the- 
ory that. the financial or economic 
domination of smaller nations by 
the larger is no less a danger than 
armed domination. The financial 
program of the league, as viewed in 
these quarters. will be to consider 
whether the league itself should 
lend its aid financially and eco- 
nomically to the small independent 
states which are rising out of the 
war. f

Major Generals D. C. Shanks, 
commanding the Embarkation sta- 
tion at Hoboken; Grote Hutcheson 
former chief of embarkation at 
Newport News; Frank W. Coe, 
chief of Coast artillery; William H. 
Graves, ogmuanading the American 
forces in Siberia; lliam L. Sibert, 
director of the chemical warfare 
service: Henry P. McCain, formerly 
adjutant general, now in command 
at Camp Devens, and William J. 
Snow, chief of Field artillery; , Bri- 
gadier Generals R. E. ood, acting 
quartermaster general. Henry C. 
Learnard, adjutant’s general de- 
partment; P. P. Bishop, chief of 
the commissioned personnel divi- 
sion, general staff; Charles B. 
Drake, chief of the Motor Trans- 
port corps; Hugh S. Johnson, for- 
merly assistant to the provost mar- 
shal general; Edward D. Anderson, 
operation branch, general staff, and 
Samuel T. Ansell, acting judge ad- 
vocate general, and Colonels W. K.

M’CORMICK TELLS 
WHY HE RESIGNED 


Washington, January 15.—Vance 
McCormick's resignation as chair- 
man of the democratic national com- 
mittee was made public today at 
committee headquarters, with the 
announcement that a meeting would 
be held February 26 to elect his 
successor. Homer S. Cummings, vice 
chairman, is expected to be the new 
chairman. 

Reports that Mr. McCormick 
might become ambassador to France, 
which was given some credence last 
night, were said in official quarters 
today to be premature, at least. 
Ambassador Sharp, now in this 
country, expects to return to Paris 
shortly, and is said to have no pres- 
ent intention of resigning. 

Mr. McCormick’s resignation, 
dated December 28, 1918, prior to his 
departure for France, follows: 

“Tt is with regret that I am com- 

elled to take this action, as I had 
oped upon the conclusion of the 
war to be able to again resume ac- 
tive control of the committee’s af- 
fairs, but this I find now impossible 
to do, and as it is most important 
that the organization work of the 
committee should be vigorously 
prosecuted, TI feel, in justice to the 
committee, that I should take this 
step. 

“T want to take this opportunity 
of expressing to you my deep ap- 
preciation for the hearty ¢co-opera- 
tion which you have always accord- 
ed me since I assumed the cha'ir- 
manship in the campaign of 1916 It 
it with the deepest regret that I 
am compelled to sever a relation- 
et which has been so full of many 
delightful associations.” 


JOHN J. SHEA ON WAY 
TO ATLANTA PRISON 


Toledo, Ohio, January 15.—After 
fighting for four years a sentence of 
six years in the federal penitentiary 
in Atlanta, John J. Shea, formerly 
of New York, was taken today to 
begin his sentence. 

Shea was arrested more than four 
years ago in a fake wire tapping 
scheme in which a Michigan farmer 
lost several thousand dollars. Shea 
has been in Buffalo. He was con- 
victed in United States district court 
about a year after his arrest. The 
verdict was sustained by the court 
of appeals in Cincinnat! and the 
Tnited States supreme court refused 
to revive the case on a writ of error.

Government Finally Sup- 
presses the Bolshevik 
Faction—Property Loss- 
es Will Mount to Huge 
Total. 


Berlin, January 15.—Berlin’s long 
week of Bolshevism is finally ended. 
Here and there scattered despera- 
does, mostly youths, still fire occa- 
sionally from some housetop, and 
during the nfghts attempts are made 
by small bands of the followers of 
Dr. Karl Liebknecht to revive the 
reign of terror. They are insignifi- 
cant, however, compared with wha 
has passed. 

Dr. Liebknecht’s sister was ar- 
rested today and several hundred 
rebels are locked up awaiting trial, 
which, inasmuch as martial law was 
not proclaimed, must be left to the 
regular courts. 

Losses inflicted on each side dur- 
ing the last week are as yet est!- 
mated only roughly, but it is be- 
lieved they wil] greatly exceed 200 
dead and 1,000 wounded. The over- 
whelming majority of these are B>]- 
shevists. 

Police Again Armed. 

The reinstatement and arming of 
the police gives the government a 
new force of trained men who know 
the criminal world and whose ab- 
sence during the first days of the 
revolution gave the disorderly ele- 
ment a free hand. Police records, in- 
cluding those of the Bertillon sys- 
tem, were not destroyed as was first 
reported. Detectives are already 
rounding up old acquaintances, and 
the work of disarming lawless ele- 
ments is proceeding. 

Property losses during the week 
of terror amounts to tens of mil- 
lions of marks. In addition to the 
damage to newspaper plants and 
government buildings, merchants’ 
losses through looting are very high, 
one youth being captured with 
60,000 marks’ worth of jewels which 
he had stolen. In some streets near 
the police headquarters nearly every 
store was looted. 

Bolshevist - troops holding the 
Silesian station had so much butter 
they used it to -grease their guns 
and boots. 

The center of the city has been 
quiet all day today. Late this even- 
ing a few shots were heard in dif- 
ferent parts of the town, being fired 
by snipers and looters. Merchants 
having shops along Unter Den Lin- 
den took down their shutters and 
business went on generally as usual. 

The poser smeat has no intention 
of slackening its efforts against the 
Spartacans, The Abend Zeitung 
says it learns from best authority 
Energetic measures are being taken 
against the leaders of the govern- 
ment. It is reported documents 
found by loyal troops show the 
Spartacan uprising was inspired 
from Moscow, 

Cerdon of Troops. 

A cordon of troops has been 
thrown § around the suburb of 
Moabit, one of the most important 
industrial sections in Great Berlin, 
for the purpose of carrying out the 
work of disarming civilians and 
such Spartacan fighters as are still 
at liberty. The military measure, 
which is being carried out in the 
most drastic manner, came in the 
nature of a surprise action, the 
troops being thrown in and occupy- 
ing the big industrial plants of the 
section which are known to be Spar- 
tacan strongholds. 

Pedestrians are being halted and 
the houses entered by searching 
parties. The telephone service has 
been stopped for the purpose of 
making the siege of Moabit as air- 
tight as possible. 

This section of Berlin is notorious 
for its riotous tendencies, and is 
Yreenerally looked upon as a gather- 
ing place for all the criminal ele- 
ments, 

The employees of the Schwartz- 
kopff works, one of the most radical 
bodies among the Berlin proleta- 
riats, voted today to resume work 
Wednesday morning. Similar action 
also put an end to the strike of rail- 
way employees at noon today, 

Liebknecht’s Wife Released. 

The wife and youngest son of Dr. 
Liebknecht, head of the Spartacans, 
who were arrested when Lieb- 
knecht’s house was surrounded by 
soldiers and searched yesterday, 
have been liberated. Many incrim- 
inating Bolsheviki documents were 
seized. 

Liebknecht’s eldest son is still in 
the hands of the police. — Among 
others arrested was Fraulein Jakob, 
secretary of the Spartacus Union 
Still nothing is known of the where- 
abouts of Dr. Liebknecht, Former 
Chief of Police Hichhorn or Rosa 
Luxemburg. 

The numerical importance of the 
Bolsheviki elements outside of Ber- 
lin has again been demonstrated by 
the city elections. At Chemnitz, in 
a total vote of more than 117,000, 
the combined Spartacans and inde- 
pendents polled 6,269, and the ma- 
jority socialists 64,534. 


results with the reichstag election 
of 1912 shows the enormous growth 
of the democratic vote. Whereas 
the progressives polled only 18 per 
cent of the total vote in 1912, thev 
receive nearly a third of the whole 
vote Sunday last. 


GERMAN CREWS ASK

' Berlin, Monday, January 13.—The 
crews of the German mine sweepers 
according to The Cologne Volks 
Zeitung, are refusing to serve un- 
less they receive increased pay and 
a new schedule calling for sums as 
high asoone hundred marks daily, 
exclusive of the insurance guaran- 
tee.

LIVER 
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ON RECONSTRUCTION 


Washington, January 15.—Federal 
Ownership, operation or regulation 
of public and semi-public utilities 
was recommended in the report of 
the committee on reconstruction of 
the American Federation of Labor 
made public today after its approval 
by the federation’s executive coun- 

1. Government ownership of all 
wharves and docks, federal legisla- 
tion to prevent child labor, and 
equality in pay for men and women 
workers also were urged. 

The committee opposed the forma- 
tion of a labor political party on 
the ground that “the disastrous ex- 
perience of organized labor in Amer- 
ica with political parties of its own, 
amply justified the American Fed- 
eration of Labor’s non-partisan po- 
litical policy.” 

Other recommendations by the 

interference 


committee were: 

Legislation making 
with the rights of employees to or- 
ganize or any attempt to interfere 
with the legitimate activities of 
trade unions a criminal offense. 


Hours of Work, 

The right of labor to fix its hours 
of work. 

Maximum working day of eight 
hours, with overtime prohibited ex- 
cept under extraordinary emergen- 
cies and the week’s working ime 
limited to five and one-half days. 

Limitations of tasks of working 
women to those which are physical- 
ly capable of performing. 

No limitation on the right of pub- 
lic _ employees to organize. 

Provision for a referendum on acts 
of congress or state legislatures held 
unconstitutional by the supreme 
court. 

Legislation for state and federal 
governments to own and operate 
water power projects, the power to 
be furnished the people at cost. 

Legislation taxing all usable lands 
above the acreage which is actually 
cultivated by the owner, and giving 
aid in the allotment of lands for 
home building on the public domain, 

Establishment of government ex- 
perimental farms for stock raising, 
instruction and extension of the 
program for reclaiming arid or cut- 
over lands and of irrigation pro- 
jects. 

Legislation limiting and defining 
the powers of corporations, and ex- 
tension of federal control of corpo- 
rations to supervision of capital 
stock increases and incurring of 
bonded indebtedness, with a pro- 
vision that corporation books be 
open to federal inspection. 


For Free Speech, 

Removal of 4ll restrictions on 
“free speech,” individuals and groups 
to be held responsible for their ut- 
terances. Extension of workmen's 
compensation laws to provide more 
adequately for those incapacitated 
by industrial accidents and disease

Caucus of Radicals. 

The radical leaders have been un- 
able to control their delegates, it 
is said, and the session tonight was 
necessary to co-ordinate their forces 
for the fight on the floor of the 
convention tomorrow. 

One of the threats being made by 
the radicals is to demand an ac- 
counting of the funds expended by 
a defense league which has been 
active in Mooney’s behalf during 
the past two years. 

The conservative forces want to 
take action on the Mooney case and 
adjourn tomorrow. The radicals 
want to stay several days longer 
and discuss international labor 
questions and other things. 

Of the 500 resolutions submitted 

to the committee on resolutions only 
two related to the Mooney case.

BIG NAVAL “BLIMP 
ARRIVES AT KEY WEST 


Key West, Fla., January 15.— 
America’s largest dirigible, the C-1, 
terminated its successful flight from 
Far Rockaway, N. Y., naval air 
station to Key West this afternoon. 
The big “blimp” was sighted at 2:45 
and was lowered into the hangar at 
the local air station promptly at 3 
o'clock. The distance of approxi- 
mately 1,200 miles was covered in 


twenty-nine hours, at an~average 
speed of forty-eight miles an hour. 
Thousands of persons witnessed 


the arrival, which was made amid 
the roaring of guns and the din of 
whistles and ringing bells in cele- 
bration of the event. 

The entire trip was made under 
favorable weather conditions, it was 
stated, and without mishap, except 
for slight trouble with the steering 
mechanism, which necessitated a 
stop at Georgetown, S. C., Monday 
night. The trip was made during 
the day time, except for a few hours 
of night flying occasioned by early 
starts from Brunswick, Ga., at 
o’clock this morning, and from Rock- 
away Sunday.

The board of police commission- 
ers has got down to business, the

At the meeting of the board last 
Tuesday particular stress was laid 
upon the public hazard from the 
traffic law violator and the pistol 
“toter,” although the blind tiger 
and the criminal of whatever stripe 
came in for due and'timely consid- 
eration. 

James W. Maddox, in his initial 
speech as chairman of the board, 
took especial cognizance of the 
growing disregard for the traffic 
rules and regulations in this city, 
with particular reference to the 
numerous traffic accidents that 
have occurred recently on Peach- 
tree and West Peachtree streets, 
both of which streets; he declared, 
“are being turned into race tracks 
by speed demons,” and upon both 
of which, he pointed out, the traffic 
laws are “being wilfully violated 
by drivers.” 

The board, with the entire police 
department in hearty accord, or- 
dered some drastic changes in the 
administration of the police force, 
in point both of policy and of per- 
sonnel, which undoubtedly will 
greatly improve the situation with 
regard to reckless driving and 
crime generally throughout the 
city. 

Those changes, together with the 
announced intention of the police 
recorder to deal more severely 
with traffic law violators in the 
future than has been the policy in 
the past, should go a long way 
toward the objective at which they 
are aimed. 

They are progressive and wholly 
in the interest of public protection, 
and they embody about all that 
can be done until the police depart- 
ment is supplied with more men. 
The force as it stands is utterly 
inadequate for a city of Atlanta’s 
size and population; and it is to be 
hoped that adequate increases will 
soon be forthcoming. 

In the meantime it is gratifying 
to know that the department, from 
the board of commissioners down 
to the patrolmen, is going to do all 
within its capabilities to protect 
the life, limb and general welfare 
of the people; and in its efforts it 
is entitled to all of the help and 
co-operation that the public and the 
courts can give it. 


BEST HOME-TOWNS.

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‘PLANTS AND PURE ‘AIR, 

The proportion of. carbon dioxide 
in the atmosphere is a trifle more 
than three parts in 10,000. The air 
exhaled from the lungs contains 
about 440 parts of carbon dioxide 
in 10,000. The lungs absorb oxygen 
from the air and give off carbon 


| dioxide from the blood. 


The proportion of carbon dioxide 
in the air, contrary to former be- 
lief, has little or nothing to do with 
the purity of the air or the question 
of fresh air, as it is called. The air 
in breweries has been found to con- 
tain as much as 1,000 parts of car- 
bon dioxide in 10,000 without caus- 
ing any of the unpleasant symp- 
‘toms which we know foul air pro- 
| duces, 


| All growing vegetation takes up 


|carbon dioxide from the air, under 
'the influence of sunlight and chlo- 
rophyl (the green coloring matter 
of -plants), to build carbohydrates 
(sugars and starches and woody 
fiber). Oxygen is given off by veg- 
etation, This maintains the balance 
of oxygen and carbon dioxide in the 
atmosphere. Water also absorbs 
carbon dioxide, taking up its own 
volume of the gas. 

During vigorous exercise a man 
produces ten times as much carbon 
dioxide as he gives off while at 
rest. An ordinarily active adult 
discharges about one cubic foot of 
_carbon dioxide in an hour; whereas 


|} an ordinary gas jet gives off three 


‘ 


A small gas 
/or oil heater in a room uses up as 
much oxygen and gives off as much 
carbon dioxide as thirty men. The 
the 
_chimney flue when such heaters are 


| used is obvious, 


Growing plants in porous earthen 


i pot do tend to purify the atmos- 


| phere in a room, by taking up car- 


bon dioxide and giving off pure ox- 


-ygen. But that is a minor feature, 
, unless the room, is a veritable bow- 
er of plants. The great value of 
_@rowing plants in the home or in 
the sick room in the winter time is 
the humidifying effect. Consider- 
able quantities of moisture are giv- 
en off from porous flower pots in 
which plants are growing, and as is 
well Known, the great evil of arti- 
ficially heated indoor atmosphere is 
its excessive dryness.

Esthonians Appeal to Wilson 


By William T. Ellis. 


Paris, Monday.—“‘The democratic 
Republic of Esthonia has suffered 
much during the 
last few years. 
Now she again is 
threatened by a 
new and deadly 
danger — Bolshé- 
vist anarchy and 
terror. The Es- 
thonian people 
appeal to the 
whole _ civilized 
world to save 
them from phy- 
sical and cultura! 
extermination

This was the beginning of a 
memorandum handed to President 
Wilson by representatives of the 
Republic of Esthonia and the Repub- 
lic of Lavonia today. 

Formally acknowledging receipt 
of it, the president said he was ex- 
tremely moved by coygditions in Es- 
thonia and Lavonia, and assured the 
representatives that the political 
future of the people of those coun- 
tries would be given careful consid- 
eration in the peace congress. 

President Wilson added that the 
food situation there now is being 
studied by Mr. Hoover. 

These are the main peace condi- 
tions asked by the Esthonians, ac- 
cording to Charles R. Pusta, Estho- 
nian delegate here: 


Peace Conditions Asked. 


“Esthonian participation in the 
peace conference, the evacuation by 
Germany of Esthonia, the establish- 
ment of an Esthonian provisional 
government, with recognition and 
international guarantees of Estho- 
nian independence, definition of 
frontiers on an ethnographical basis 
demanded by a referendum and com- 
pénsation for damages growing out 
of’the war.” 

In an interview given to me to- 
day Mr. Pusta said that a program 
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based on these demands will be fol- 


lowed by the Estnonian delegation 
in Paris. This delegation is com- 
posed of nine representative Estho- 
nians, including Jean Poska, minis- 
ter of foreign affairs. 

President Wilson’s fourteen points 
were strongly upheld by these dele- 
gates, who declared that in the free- 
dom of the seas lies Esthonia’s sal- 
vation. 

Mr. Pusta said that the Bolsheviks 
already overrun a large part of the 
country and what the people ther* 
now need to.combat the red peril is 
guns, munitions, tanks and air- 
planes, as well as instructors to 
train Esthonian troops. He said the 
Bolsheviki are well supplied with 
materials of war and, for this rea- 
son, aré able to make material head- 
way. 

) “Britain Done Much.” 

“The allies can whip them,” he 
declared. “Great Britain already 
has done much to put them down.” 

Mr. Pusta declared the Esthonians 
are not affiliated with the Russians, 
but have a distinctive language of 
their own, cultural development and 
art. They are, however, more or 
less racially connected with the 
Finns. 

He explained that the cause of the 
Letts is separate and distinct from 
that of the Esthonians, but they had 
for obvious reasons joined in the 
memorandum to President Wilson, 
in order to save themselves from to- 
tal destruction by the Bolsheviki. 

The documents contain fearful de- 
tails regarding the Bolshevik inva- 
sion of Esthonia. It reviews many 
inhuman crimes committed by the 
Bolsheviki and declares that great 
numbers of persons have been put to 
death. Vast regions of the country 
have been totally stripped of food, it 
asserts. 

“Without military 
the allies, the position of our coun- 
try is hopeless and we are doomed 
to annihilation,” is the declaration 
contained in the memorandum.

Smith-Caslin Bill, to Retire 
Federal Judges at 70, Now 
Goes to the Senate. 


By James A. Hollemen. 

Washington, January ga 
cial.)—The Smith-Caslin bill, whic 
applies to possibly fifteen districts 
in the United States by way of 
camouflage, but which in reality 
is. designed by Senator Smith, of 
Georgia, to apply specifically to the 
northern district of Georgia, and 
thereby force the retirement of 
Judge Newman from the bench as 
federal judge,*has been passed by 
the house, and will come up before 
the senate probably tomorrow. 

This bill provides that judges who 
have attained the age of may 
retire voluntarily at a full salary 
of $7,000 per annum as a minimum, 
or more, on a sliding scale. In the 
event of the failure of a judge who 
has attained the age of 70 to vol- 
untarily retire, the president may 
appoint an associate judge to become 
the senior judge in authority, upon 
the ground that the judge presiding 
is incapacitated by physical, mental 
or other disabilities, in the discre- 
tion of the executive. 

This bill will pass, having already 
passed the house. 

In this connection it is interesting 


to note that an attempt will also_ 
be made before this congress closes 


to create the third federal judicial 
circuit in Georgia, that of the cen- 
tral district of Georgia, composed of 
the cities of Macon, Columbus and 
Augusta. Such a Dill is being ad- 
vocated.

ADOPTS WATER RULES 


Drastic Supervision of Water 
Supplies for Public Use 
Planned by Board. 


At the first semi-annual meeting 
in 1919 of the state board of health 
on Tuesday afternoon,. ten rules 
drawn up by the division of water 
analysis, looking to the protection of 
public health through regulation of 
water and ice supplies, sewage, trade 
waste and refuse disposal, and by 
supervision of the systems and 
works relating to these things, were 
adopted, which means that they have 
full force of the law. 

An act of the legislature passed 
last summer authorized the board of 
health to make rules and regulations 
which should become binding upon 
any person who might be concerned. 
The measures just adopted will af- 
fect all public water supplies in the 
state and will leave little oppor- 
tunity for insanitary conditions in 
such sources. <A violation of any of 
the rules or orders of the board in 
reference to public water supplies, 
stream pollution, sewage disposal or 
the abatement of nuisances, shall 
subject the offender, the resolutions 
state, to indictment or accusation as 
for a misdemeanor. 


To Make Examinations. 


The state board of health is to 
have general oversight and care of 
all inland waters, and of any bodies 
of water used by any city or public 
institution, or by any water or ice 
company. The board will have pow- 
er to make examinations and in- 
spections of all such waters to as- 
certain their quality and fitness for 
domestic use and may make regula- 
tions to prevent pollution or secure 
the sanitary protection of all waters 
used for public supplies. 

Water that is supplied the public 
from any source is subject to examil- 
nation and analysis in the board's 
laboratories at any time, in order 
that the consumers may be assured 
as to the wholesomeness of the 
water they are using, or that they 
may be protected from dangerous 
drinking water. 

The board has the authority to 
prohibit and to regulate the dis- 
charge of sewage and deleterious 
matters into natural streams wher- 


ever the health and comfort of the.

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Citing the lessons to American 
business and the many blessings to 
society generally that have come 
out of the great war “now happily 
behind us,” bespeaking a closer co- 
operation in the future between 
American business and industry and 
labor and promising constructive en- 
couragement and a square deal all 
round, the inaugural address\of Sam- 
uel C. Dobbs, the new president of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
delivered before the annual meeting 
of that organization, was a notable 
effort. 

It was a speech full of sound bus- 
iness analysis, uttered in a high 
note of optimism, and in many re- 
spects one of the most noteworthy 
addresses ever delivered before the 


local chamber on a similar occasion. 
Mr. Dobbs’ address in full was 
as follows: 


Wars Lessens. 
“Out of the great tragedy of war, 
now happily behind us, will come 


many blessings. 

“War has taught us, as a people, 
to hate scattered forces, waste and 
extravagance. 

“We have in the past been an ex- 
travagant nation, The garbage cans 
at our back doors received each 24 
hours sufficient waste food to feed 
a standing army of 12,000,000 men, 
and the dump heaps of our factories 
were veritable mines of wasted 
wealth, but the needs of war have 
taught us many economic lessons, 
from which we will profit in the 
future. 

“Not the least of the great bless- 
ings that have come to us out of 
the costly experiences of the past 
eighteen months, will be the recog- 
nition of business as the great dy- 
namic force of our economic life’ 
and of business men as the dominant 
factors in steering the great ship 
of state through the perils of the 
war period. 

“Not many years ago, for a man 
to be a tradesman, to be engaged in 
business or manufacturing, was a 
stigma, and by many was kept a 
secret. The aristocrat, the slave- 
owner, the planter and the profes- 
sional man looked with more or; 
less disdain upon the grocer, the 
baker and the candlestick maker. 

Business in the War. 


“But verily, business has come 
into its own. 

“General Pershing said, ‘To win 
this world war America’s, business 
men must plan as big as they can 
think.’ This great military leader, 
in one short sentence, placed the 
burden of bringing about righteous 
conclusion to this monstrous car- 
hage upon the shoulders of the bus- 
iness men of this country. And 
be it said to their honor and ever- 
lasting glory, the big business of 
these United States not only cheer- 
fully accepted the obligation, but 
magnificently met it. 

“When the cry went out from 
Washington in the early spring of 
last year for ships, ships, and more 
ships, the political leaders of this 
country were not called upon to 
‘save the nation,’ but a modest Chi- 
cago business man was placed at the 
head of the Emergency Fleet cor- 
poration. And how well Edward N. 
Hurley performed this stupendous 
task is best answered by the state- 
ment that he did the impossible. Be- 
fore this year the maximum output 
of ships in the United States in one 
year was something less than 400,- 
000 tons. During the month of Oc- 
tober there was placed in commis- 
sion in the United States 416,000 tons 
of shipping, the monthly production 
now exceeds 600,000 tons, and Amer- 
a is rapidly becoming the greatest 
maritime nation in the world. 

“When President Wilson realized 
that the resources of this nation had 
to be mobilized and directed into 
proper channels in order to prevent 
disastrous delays, he did not call 
on some professional economist or 
efficiency engineer to come to 
Washington, but summoned Bernard 
M. Baruch, a South Carolina busi- 
ness man, No man in. this country 
has had the authority conferred 
upon him that was given Barney 
Baruch, that is with respect to ma- 
terlal things. He was, in a word, a 
benevolent business dictator, with 
miracle working powers. Cabinet 
officers and senators bowed to his 
mandates and eagerly sought con- 
ferences with him. 

“Many another business man who 
had made a success of his own bus- 
iness was called to Washington to 
direct greater affairs of state and 
nation, and the -whole world ap- 
plauds the results of their labors. 


Broadened Viewpoint of Business. 


“In the past the business man has 
generally been classified as one 
whose ambitions were purely those 
of personal gain, whose intellectual. 
ity was graded by his success in 
diminishing the hoard of others, that 
his own might grow. But when the 
head of this nation called upon the 
business men of this country for 
stupendous material sacrifices, they 
responded as one man and placed 
not only the production of their 
looms, workshops and milis at the 
disposal of the nation, but their 
financial resources as well. 

“Great as was the responsibility 
of our business during the period 
of the war, it is even greater today. 
As we face the more difficult period 
of readjustment and reconstruction, 
chambers of commerce, boards of 
trade, and other business organiza- 
tions, will increase in numbers, and 
they must continue to consider 
themselves as particles of the great 
whole, having in charge not only 
local interests, but the interests of 
the country-at-large. 

“Today American business faces 
an era of stupendous possibilities. 
It is the consensus of opinion every- 
where that we are about to enter 
an age of industrial prosperity un- 
matched in history. 

“The vast unsuspected reservoir of 
economic resources which the war 
has tappe cannot be sealed up. 
They are known, open and flowing, 
and must continue to flow for the 
benefit of all mankind. Therein 
lies the unquestioned obligation, 
arising from the leadership in 
finance, transportation, industry and 
agriculture, which the fortunes of 
war have thrust upon American bus- 
iness men. 


Breakers Ahead. 


“We are now on the crest of a 
great world-wide wave of inflation 
and we may confidently expect to 
see in the near future a gradual con- 
traction of credits and deflation of 
prices and wages, and a correspond- 
ing return to a more nearly normal 
condition of production and con- 
sumption. 

“Men of vision see breakers ahead, 
notwithstanding the fact that we are 
in the midst of a great prosperity. 

“This general state of credit ex- 
pansion over the world will sus- 
tain a continuous high level of 
prices, and there will not be the 
same pressure to lower wages and 
prices in this country as there would 
be if the level was falling in Euro- 
pean and other countries. It does 
not follow, however, that wages and 
prices at the present high level will 
yield any better net returns to either 
producers or wWwage-earners than 
those received at former and lower 
levels, 

“Nor should we for a moment de- 
lude ourselves with the idea that 
these high levels will be permanent. 

“Nothwithstanding the tremendous 
and rapid expansion of the past two 
years, business in every line is re- 
markably stable, and with the world 
subject to the same general influ- 
ences We can have every assurance 
that changes will be gradual. 

Wages and Prices. 

“TI grant you that if it were pos- 
sible, it would be advantageous to 
have wages and prices brought back 
to normal levels at one stroke, but 
this is absolutely beyond our power. 
Even if accomplished, there is little 
chance that they could be held 
there with the stock of gold now 
held in this country and the exist- 
ing state of inflation abroad. It is 
the cheap dollar rather than the 
high-priced product that has brought 
about these conditions. 

“Protected, as we are, by our fed- 
rai reserve banks, which serve as

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a great storage reservoir, capable 
of placing enormous funds in sec- 
tions where they are needed, by 
drawing from sections that have a 
surplus, we are eternally fortified 
against the possibilities of financial 
panic, whose wake of wreck and 
ruin none of us who have experi- 
enced them can ever forget. 


Transportation. 


“This presents one of the most 
vexatious problems that has grown 
out of the war.” 

“Our railroads are the vital ar- 
teries of our national life. Hampered 
by demagogic legislation, largely 
brought about by their own sins, the 
demands of war found them utterly 
unable to cope with the situation. 
They had neither the facilities, nor 
the funds to provide such facili- 
ties, as would enable them to meet 
these extraordinary demands. 

“As a necessity of war, the federal 
government took control and imme- 
diately, at enormous expense and 
often under the direction of untrain- 
ed minds and inexperienced men, 
endeavored to put into operation cer- 
tain combinations of roads and in- 
terchange of terminal facilities and 
co-ordination of competitive lines 
which the railroads themselves had 
been trying to bring about, but had 
been prevented by opposition from 
forty-eight state legislatures, aided 
and abetted by our great national 
legislative bodies, as well as the 
interstate commerce commission, 

“Or, in short, what the railroads 
had been pleading for for more than 
a decade past, and which could have 
been brought about under the able 
management of the executive heads 
of these roads with little difficulty, 
was forced upon them overnight al- 
most by the director general of rail- 
roads, and at tremendous cost in 
money and at great inconvenience to 
the public. . 

‘Under federal management estab- 
lished passenger routes have been 
disrupted, the standard of service 
has been lowered, and cost of trans- 
portation materially increased. 
Freight rates have been raised on an 
average of 25 per cent and in some 
instances doubled. And notwith- 
standing these tremendous increases. 
in both passenger and freight rates, 
and a deplorable lack of service, un- 
der federal management the rail- 
roads have shown a terrific loss, 

“On account of the unreliable and 
inefficient bookkeeping methods of 
tre railroad administration no accu- 
rate data is at hand regarding the 
loss from operations since the gov- 
ernment took over the railroads. It 
is very conservatively estimated at 
around $200,000,000, with the possi- 
bility of mounting higher. 

‘The business of this nation is not 
only being called upon to carry an 
almost insufferable burden of taxa- 
tion, but is being deprived of a 
service to which it is entitled. Busi- 
ness is forced to suffer prodigious 
losses by inability to have raw ma- 
terials and manufactured products 
move with promptness and dispatch. 

“There is another and not the least 
of the dangers of the situation. 
Within its possibilities lurks a great 
political menace that embodies the 
principles of socialism and strikes 
at the very foundations of democ- 
racy. 

“Tf we are to survive as a great 
democratic nation, we must speedily 
stamp out that damnable doctrine— 
the violation of property rights. 

Industry at Fever Heat. 

“Under the stimulation of war de- 
mands, the wheels of industry have 
been going at fever heat and at a 
pace which cannot possibly endure. 
Expenses have been lost sight of 
and profits ignored and every ener- 

bent upon production. 

“But this cannot continue long. 

“Banks will, of necessity, be forc- 
ed to call for reduced loans and re- 
turns on capital invested will have 
to be given due consideration if our 
industria] structure is to remain 
sound, 

“With these great problems fore- 
boding untold ills in the near future, 
five thousand of America’s ablest 
business men gathered in Atlantic 
City the first week in December to 
consider how best to meet them. 
During that four days of earnest 
deliberation not a disloyal note was 
sounded, not a bitter or unkind word 
was uttered against the administra- 
tion, or against labor, with which 
it has been so intimately affiliated. 

“But, on the other hand, could 
te heard expressions of appreciation 
and admiraion for the president and 
his cabinet, that we had beey 
brought safely through the greatest 
tragedy of all time, and that, not- 
withstanding the fact that many 
thousands of their sons had been 
called upon to lay down their lives 
on the blood-soaked soil of France, 
they rejoiced in the fact that their 
dying had not been in vain. And 
notwithstanding the appalling 
waste and sinful extravagance that 
had been marked not only in the 
preparations, but in the prosecution 
of our limited participation in this 
war, they felt that conditions ex- 
cused, if they did not justify the ex- 


nse, 

Pe But the war is over: business and 
industry have paid bills, and 
business and industry have a right 
today to demand an accounting, re- 
gardiess of party affiliations, They 
very properly call for a more equi- 
table distribution of the burdens of 
taxation which will necessarily fol- 
low this era of tremendous expendi- 
tures, 

“The senate has passed the new 
revenue bill, with taxes calculated 
to yield about six billions of dol- 
lars. The bill will increase income 
and profit levies very much above 
the present rates. This is su sed

Evils ef Excessive Taxation. 

“The economic workings of ex- 


eessive taxation upon profits has 
t amounts, 
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has reached the point where 80 per 
cent of its additional profits 

to the treasury, there is a mark- 
ed indifference to economy and a 
corresponding disinclination to risk 
any capital sum in new ventures. 

“As a concrete illustration: If a 
man’s salary over a specific sum is 
to be taken from him by. taxation, 
there is little incentive left to him 
to add to his efforts to make his 
services worth the additional! 
amount to his employer. 

“The whole thing is economically 
unsound and will inevitably lead 
this country into disaster if it is 
not corrected. j 

“One of the most’marked features 
of the meeting at Atlantic City, to 
which I] have just referred, was the 
liberal attitude of capital, as there 
represented, towards our great in- 
dustrial population commonly re- 
ferred to as ‘labor.’ In not one 
oe was the sentiment expressed 
that there was any desire to return 
to the low wage scale of 1907. 

“Mr. Schwab voiced, to a remarka- 
ble extent, the sentiment of that 
great body when he said, ‘l am not 
opposed to organized labor. I be- 
lieve that labor should organize in 
individual plants, amongst them- 
selves, for the betterment of labor 
and the protection of their rights. 
But the organization and control of 
labor in individual plants and facto- 
ries should be made representative 
of- the people in these plants, who 
know conditions, and not to be dic- 
tated oF some one totally ignorant 

tions and whose personal in- 
terest lies in stirring up friction and 
strife between employer and em- 
ployee.’ : 

Rockefeller, Jr. and Fair Play. 

“But it remained for John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., to sound the most 
advanced note that has ever been 
heard in a so-called capitalistic 
gathering, and in that remarkable 
address of his, he said: ‘I believe 
that capital and labor are partners— 
not enemies; that their interests are 
common interests—not opposed; that 
neither can obtain the fullest meas- 
ure of prosperity at the expense of 
the other. 

“‘T believe that the community is 
an essential party of industry and 
that it should have adequate rep- 
resentation with the other parties 
and that the purpose of industry is 
quite as much to advance social 
oa ace as material well-being; 
that the interests of the community 
should be carefully considered; that | 
neither labor nor capital should en- 
gage in a conflict or demand con- 
cessions that conflict with commu- 
nity rights. 

“*T believe that everv man is en- 
titled to an opportuntiy to earn a 
living, to fair wages, reasonable 
hours and proper working condi- 
tions, to a@ decent home, to the op- 
portunity to toil. to pay, to learn, 
to worship according to his dictates, 
and to love. And the responsibility 
to provide such conditions rests as 
heavily upon industry as upon gov- 
ernment.’ E 

“As this democratie young Croe- 
sus, the perfect antithesis of his au- 
tocratic father, uttered these great 
principles upon which both labor 
and capital may easily get together, 
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Teachers’ Association 
Quotes Many Figures in 
Statement Supporting 
Plea for Increase in Sal- 
aries— Conditions in 
Other Cities Cited. 


In support of a plea that is being 
made to the citizens of Atlanta to 
stand behind the teachers in their 
demand for a living wage, which has 
been tentatively placed at a mini- 


mum figure of $100 per month, the 
publicity committee of the Atlanta 
Teachers’ association, gives out a 
spirited card in which figures are 
adduced to prove the justice of de- 
mands that are being made for a 30 
per cent increase in pay by the 
school teachers of the city. 

The teachers have not yet made 
a demand for a flat minimum of $100 
per month, but have invited. the 
state commissioner of labor, H. M. 
Stanley, to look into the question 
and render an opinion as to whether 


| or not this is a just demand, 


The demand for a 30 per cent in- 
crease Was made, however, some 
weeks ago, but up to date has not 
been granted either by council or 
by the board of education, 

Salaries New Received. 

With reference to the grouping 

of teachers, the publicity committee 


of the teachers’ association gives 
the following figures, showing what 
salaries are received by regular and 
supernumerary members of the At- 
lanta teaching force: 

Number of supernumeraries end unclassi- 
fied teachers, 28, These recelye from $40 
to $55 per month. Most of them receive 
$40 per month. Many work at the rate 
of $1.50 per day, receiving pay for the 
days they teach. 

Number of teachers in the first group, 
25. Salary, $55 r momh. 

Number of teachers in the second group, 

. Salary, $59.50 per month. 

Number of teachers in the third group, 
42. Salary, $63.60 per month. 

Number of teachers in the fourth group, 
48. Salary, $67.60 per month.

Salary, $75 per month,

figures show that the teachers are 
receiving an average of less than 
$65: a month, which is 330 to $50 
less than policemen and firemen re- 
ceive, and less than is paid to un- 
skiNed laborers.

“Militant labor is no less a men- | 
ace than militant business. | 
“But the American public believe | 
in the immutable law of fair play, | 
and when business and industry of-| 
fer to labor the olive branch of mu- |} 
tual co-operation and say, in effect, | 
‘We will share the fruits of our | 
capital with that of your industry,’ | 
if labor does not meet this offer in| 
a broad spirit of co-operation, it de- | 
serves nothing but contempt in the | 
eyes of the people and scant consid-. 
eration upon the part of business | 
and industry. 
“Germany, believing in that! 
damnable doctrine of the prevalence | 
of might over right, that the law | 
was made for the strong and not the 
weak, and acting on such convic- | 
tion, plunged this world into chaos |} 
over night and in the end wrought | 
its own destruction. This ought to 
be a wholesome lesson to both gBOv- 
ernment and industry, that the 
rights of others cannot be ignored, 
however weak they might be, ana 
that one receives his greatest re- 
ward in conceding to those with 
whom he is associated, politically, : 
commercially or economically, what 
is their just due. 

“Let the voice of the people at the 
polis and in the press serve warn- 
ing that they will neither submit to 
the demands of militant labor, nor 
the exactions of militant capital. 

The rumblings of discontent and 
the outbreaks that have shown 
themselves even so recently should 
be sufficient warning to the Amer- 
ican people that in their own inter- 
est they must take a positive and 
unyielding stand. 

“The nation has suffered much 
through the immoral acts of busi- 
ness—big business, if you please. 
And on the other hand, business, the 
very lifeblood of the nation, has 
suffered and is suffering from dem- 
agogic laws imposed upon it by self- 
ish men, whose ears have been at- 
tuned to the clamors of the mis- 
guided and often the vicious. This 
has grown to such an extent that 
enterprise has been stifled and suc- 
cess penalized, the result of which 
has been equally as disastrous to 
labor as it has been to capital. 

“For generations we have been a 
thriftless people, forgetting the les- 
sons of the past, heedless of their 
warnings for the future, strong only 
in certain moral preparedness that, 
to @ very large extent, has been 
handed down to us by our fore- 
fathers, and even that precious her- 
itage will in time be lost to us un- 
less we make a more determined ef- 
fort to preserve it. 

“It is imperative that business be 
fostered and encouraged for the 
good of our nation, Our legislatures, 
both state and national, if they are 
to live up to their highest obliga- 
tions, must turn a deaf ear to the 
clamors of the vicious, who work to 
destroy rather than create, and who 
are too small and mean to realize 
that out of great enterprises comes 
the wealth of the nation. 

“Too long have our legislative 
bodies pandered to the spirit of the 
mob and sought to impose upon this 
country laws inimical to business 
interests, Our country now is the 
mainstay of the world’s hope. 

“Yearsago Ralph Waldo Emerson 
said, ‘Our whole history appears like 
a last effort of Divine Providence in 
behalf of the human race,’ and in 
this great hour the truth that he 
spoke shines before our eyes in 
awful splendor. 

“The purpose of Providence in us 
and through us must not, will not, 
shall not fail.”

The committee wrote o a number 
of cities for information with ref- 
erence to school affairs, and quotes 
a reply from Superintendent Law- 
ton B. Evans, of Augusta, in which 
he shows that the teachers of that 
city have received a 25 per cent 
raise in salaries, and that two 
schools, one costing $100,000 and the 
other $200,000, were constructed dur- 
ing the past year, notwithstanding 
that Augusta is about one-fourth 
the size of Atlanta, with a revenue 
given by the census bureau for 1917 
of $1,162,428, against Atlanta’s re- 
ceipts for the same period of §$3,- 
858,293. 

The publicity committee calls the 
retiring mayor, Asa G. Candler, to 
task for a portion of his farewell 
address, in which he made state- 
ments regarding the city “bidding 
against the government for’ the 
services of teachers,” declaring that 
this is an entirely new “angle of 
observation” in regard to the failure

Salaries, A list of salary YrYaises 
as shown by the comptroller’s boks 
is quoted to show that the city did 
not hesitate to bid agdinst the gov- 
ernment for the services of male 
employees.

This is shown 
by the action of numerous teachers in 
leaving the schools for cther work. e 
know of no teachers to enter government 
work or business who have not received 
from 50 to 100 per cent advance in salary 
from that received by them as tea 
with work far less exacting and requiring 
less training and application, 

‘'The end of the war will not affect these 
men &@ women. Business houses and the 
government will continue to need them. We 
may as well face the facts and decide once 
and for all what we shall do about the 
schools,

In the box féature at the begin- 
ning of this story I gave the de- 
partment’s figures submitted to me 
this date in writing, and I know 
they are correct. 

Up to and including the appor- 
tionment for 1919, made on the 
ist of July, 1918, there have been ap- 
portioned to Georgia, of the federal 
aid, a total of $806,897.89. 

Of this sum there has been dis- 
bursed to Georgia for road construc- 
tion, a total of $16,691.81—in three 
years sixteen ¢housand dollars out 
of a total of eight hundred thou- 
sand! | 

Can you conceive of it? 

Can you imagine that a great 
state, begging and pleading and cry- 
ing for better roads, for highways 
in keeping with its importance 
among the sister commonwealths of 
this great republic, should be denied 
the privilege of utilizing eight hun- 
dred thousand dollars GIVEN TO IT, 
without restraint or strings, by the 
government of the United States in 
order to economize and to foster a 
system of better highways through- 
out this great natign of progress 
and independence? 

But that is not all— 

On the ist of July, 1919, less than 
six months hence, there will be an 
additional apportionment to Gear- 
gia of $538,417.90 for-the fiscal year 
of 1920, making all told an avail- 
able total of $1,345,315.79—of which 
the munificent sum of sixteen thou- 
sand dollars has been utilized in 
road construction in Georgia. 

The balance? 

Waiting! Waiting! Waiting! That 
is all I can say. Waiting for some 
constructive, organized, efficient 
highway commission in Georgia, 
with authority, ¢o start the machin- 
ery that will use it for the purposes 
for which it was appropriated. 

That is all there is to it 
BIG MONEY IN SIGHT 
IF STATE WILL ACT. 


That is all there is to it. 

Listen to*me— 

The federal aid bill of 1916, by 
which Georgia is one of the bene- 
ficiary states, provides for five year- 
ly apportionments. There will be 
even another, and the final, appor- 
tionment in July, 1920—the appor- 
tionment for the fiscal year 1921. 
That is less than eighteen months 
off. 

Before that time congress will be 
called upon to vote another federal 
aid to state good road projects. 

It will do it; as this great period 
of reconstruction demands it. It 
may vote one hundred million. It 
will voteanot less than fifty million. 

WHERE WILL GEORGIA BE? 

In all seriousness, the state will 
be left out of the list of beneficiary 
states under the act unless there is 
a change, and a radical change, in 
the highwhy departments in the 
state. 

I state facts; and the Georgia 
members of congress and the offi- 
cilals of the road department of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture will bear me out in that state- 
ment. 

Now let’s get down to business— 

What can we do? 

That is what I asked Director 
Wilson, of the Unite@ States bu- 
reau of roads. He told me. I asked 
J. E. Pennypacker, chief of manage- 
ment of the United States bureau of 
roads. He told me, 

I had the department then do‘for 
The Atlanta Constitution and for the 
people of Georgia what it prdbably 
has never done before—prepare the 
full text of a bill suggested for en- 
actment at the forthcoming Georgia 
legislature by which the highway 
system of Georgia shall be complete- 
ly reorganized; and the federal aid 
thus made available, This reorgan- 
ization will start good road con- 
struction at once, and will-make 
a benefit of the federal aid now ac- 
cumulated, and to accrue. 

The officials of the bureau, also 
at the request of The Constitution, 
has prepared a bill suggested to the 
legislature following a _  constitu- 
tional amendment which should be 
submitted at the forthcoming ses- 
sion to provide for the issuing of 
state bonds for highway purposes, 
the capitalization of the automobile 
license tax revenues as a basis by 


| which the bonds may be retired by 


amortization, ete, even specifying 
the full functio of the highway 
commission, the system to be con- 
structed, etc. <- 
The latter bill, prepared by the 
department for Georgia, is a compos- 
ite of the best features of the’ high- 
way laws today in the states of 
Maine, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Iowa, Illinois, Alabama, Wisconsin 
and California, Therefore, it rep- 
resents not only the careful étudy 


of the experts in the road depart- 
ment of the federal government, but 


the composite brains of all the law 


highway development itn Georgia in 
connection with the federal aid. 

It will be seen by table “A” that 
projects have been submitted total- 
ing $802,387.04—the project state- 
ments of every one of which have 
been approved. 

But listen to this— 

In table “B” it will be seen that 
projects in Georgia totaling $349,- 
829.48 have not only had the project 
statements approved, but FEDERAL 
AID HAS BEEN ALLOTTED. 

And yet in three years Georgia 
has only called for and received, 
by compliance with law, the pitiful 
Httle sum of $16,671.81. 

I submit the case right here to 
the people of Georgia—particularly 
to the legislative committee and the 
good roads advocates that zre call- 
ed in convention in -Atlanta on 
Thursday, January 16, 

Read the proposed _ legislation 
herewith published. Remember these 
proposed bills are not The Constitu- 
tion’s measures. They are submit- 
ted to the people of Georgia at the 
request of The Constitution by the 
federal road department, and were 
framed by the legal experts of that 
department specifically for Georgia, 
and to meet Georgia’s conditions 
that even the national government 
recognizes are deplorable, and must 
be reformed. 


STATE HIGHWAYS BILL 
PROPOSED FOR GEORGIA 
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the faithful performance of his 
duties. He shall be authorized 
to employ such engineering, 
clerical and other assistance, to 
incur such travel and other nec- 
essary expenses, to purchase 
equipment, supplies and mate- 
rials, to pay telegraph, telephone 
and réntal charges, and to pre- 
pare and publish such bulletins 
and reports as he may consider 
to be for the benefit of the high- 
ways throughout the state. It 
shall be his duty to approve or 
supervise, in the manner herein- 
after provided, all surveys, 
plans, specifications, estimates, 
awards, contracts and construc- 
tion of highways, involving an 
estimated cost of $2,000 per mile 
or over, and of bridges having a 
clear span of 10 feet or over, 
and to file with the ordinary 
or board of county commission- 
ers, as the case may be, of each 
county in which such work is 
located, copy of his findings as 
well as copy of any estimates, 
plans, specifications or con- 
tracts prepared by or under his 
direction. He is authorized to 
prescribe standards for bridge, 
culvert and. highway work in 
the several counties to which 
standards all bridge, culvert and 
highway work shall thereafter 
conform, to advise counties, dis- 
tricts and municipalities as to 
the best methods of highway 
construction and maintenance as 
he may deem necessary. Such 
general investigative and educa- 
tional work as he may do, how- 
ever, shall be subject to the 
concurrence of the commission. 
He shall make an annual report 
on or before of each 
year covering the work of his 
department for the twelve 
months ending , and set 
forth such recommendations as 
he may deem warranted. All ap- 
plications to the United States 
government for aid under the 
terms of the federal] aid road 
act shall be made by the state 
highway engineer, and he is 
hereby authorized to act for the 
state and to enter into any con- 
tracts and agreements with the 
United States government as 
may be necessary fully to carry 
out the co-operation contemplat- 
ed and provided by the federal 
aid road act, which was ap- 
proved July 11, 1916. 
Duty of County Commissioners. 
Sec. 4. It shall be the duty 
of the ordinaries and the boards 
of county commissioners of the 
respective counties to submit to 
the state highway engineer full 
information, on a form to be 
prescribed by him, as to any 
contemplated highway bond is- 
sue, any proposed highway con- 
struction involving an amount 
of $2,000 or more per mile, and 
any proposed construction of a 


bridge of a clear span of 10 
feet or more. (Insert penalty 


clause to compel submission of 
this information to state high- 
way engineer and conformity to 
his findings or statements.) 
Upon receipt of tuch informa- 
tion, it shall be the duty of the 
state highway engineer to take 
_such steps as he may deem nec- 
essary to provide surveys, plans, 
specifications, estimates anda 
supervision for the proposed 
work. All such surveys, plans, 


ending , the sum of $100,000, 

of ‘which not to exceed $5,000 

may be expended upon the order 
of the state highway commis- 
sion, and the remaining $95,000 
upon the order of the state high- 
way engineer for carrying out 
the purposes of this act. 

SECOND MEASURE 

AFTER AMENDMENT. 

Also submitted to the people of 
Georgia by J. E. Pennybacker, chief 
of management, United States bu- 
reau of good roads, is the following 
memorandum of an act to become ef- 
fective after an amendment to the 
state constitution has been ratified: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty 
of the ordinary or the board of 
county commissioners of each 
county to select within six 
months from the date of the 
passage of this act maitn-trav- 
eled highways, upon which the 
expenditure of federal or state 
aid, or both, is desired, such 
main-traveled highways to com- 
prise an aggregate length not to 
exceed 5 per cent of the aggre- 
gate length of all highways in 
the county, and they shall noti- 
fy the state highway engineer 
of such selection. If the state 
highway engineer and the state 
highway commission approve 
the selection, the highways so 
selected and approved shall 
thereafter be known as state 
highways and shall form part of 
the state highway system, to be 
constructed and maintdined un- 
der the supervision of the state . 
highway engineer. If the state 
highway engineer and the state 
highway commission do not ap- 
prove the highways selected by 
the ordinary or the board of 
county commissioners, the state 
highway engineer with the ap- 
proval of the state highway 
commission may stggest other 
highways to the ordinary or the 
board of county commissioners 
for inclusion as state highways. 
If any county ordinary or board 
of county commissioners shall 
fail or refuse to designate main- 
traveled highways as herein pro- 
vided, the state highway engi- 
neer and the state highway com- 
mission shall withhold from such 
county any federal or state 
funds that might otherwise be 
expended therein until such or- 
dinary or board of county com- 
missioners designates the main- 
traveled highways as herein pro- 
vided. 

To Prepare Map. 

Sec. 2. The state highway en- 
gineer with the approval of the 
state highway commission shall 
prepare a map as s00n as prac- 
ticable, setting forth the state 
highway system, as provided for 
in section 1, and he shall with 
the approval of the state high- 
way commission determine the 
order in which the said state 
highway system shall be con- 
structed and maintained, pro- 
vided, however, that within a 
period of five years from the 
passage of this act, the construc- 
tion of at least one state high- 
way shall have been begun in 
each county of the state. 

Sec. 3. The cost of construc- 
tion of the state highways shall 
be defrayed as follows: Not to 
exceed 50 per cent by the coun- 
ty or subdivision thereof, the 
remainder to be provided by or

The properly 
constituted county authorities 
are hereby authorized to meet 
the county’s share of cost out 
of such county reventlés as may 
be available therefor, or to levy 
a special tax of not to exceed 
§— annually for that purpose. 

Sec. 4. The state highway sys- 
tem provided for in this act 
shall be constructed and main- 
tained under the direct supervi- 
sion of the state highway engi- 
neer, and in accordance with 
plans and specifications pre- 
pared or approved by him. e is 
authorized to let the work to 
contract, or to perform the same 
with convict labor tn the man- 
ner hereinafter provided. If the 
work is let to contract, he shall 
advertise for bids and shall 
award the contract to the lowest 
responsible bidder, or reject all 
bids for good and _ sufficient 
cause. He is authorized to pur- 
chase and supply tools, ma- 
chinery, materials, supplies and 
labor needed for the said work. 

Optional With County. 

Sec. 5. It shall .be optional 
with any county as to whether 
or not it will accept the bene- 
fits of the state and federal aid 
in the construction of state 
highways, but if it exercises its 
option against the accentance of 
such aid, it shall provide an 
amount by or on behalf of the 
county equal’ to the amount 
which would be derived from the 
maximum of the special levy 


authorized by gection ‘3 of this 
act, and the sum so derived 


tions made, or which may be 
made by the state legislature, 
therefor, together with the net 
proceeds to be credited to the 
state highway fund from the

State Highway Bonds. 


Sec. 7. That state highway 
bonds may be issued under the 
supervision and control of the 
state highway department, bear- 
ing interest at a rate of not to 
exceed — per cent per annum, 
payable serially, and not to ex- 
ceed a term of twenty years, in a 
sum which, in any year, togeth- 
er with the amounts previously 
issued hereunder, shall not at 
any time exceed such an amount 
as may be provided for as to 
interest and retirement out of 
the available funds provided 
under the terms of section 6 of 
this act, and in the aggregate 
not to exceed $20,000,000. 

Sec. 8. That al! payments for 
work done or obligations .in- 
curred under the provisions of 
this act shall be made by the

RECORD BUSINESS 
DONE BY ARMOUR. 


Chicago, January 15.—The annual 
report of Armour & Co., packers, 
issued today showed a record vol- 
ume of $861,000,000 for the fiscal 
year of 1918, compared with $575,- 
000,000 in 1917. The report declared 
that, notwithstanding record high 
Prices for the company’s products, 
and a record volume, record low 
profits were produced. 

The. net income for the fiscal year 
of 1918 was $15,459,873, representing 
a return of 14.7 per cent on common 
stock after making provision for 
dividends on preferred stock. With 
the exception of $2,000,000 paid in 
dividends to common stockholders, 
the balance of. over thirteen millions 
was reinvested in the business. 

The net profits represented a re- 
turn of 9 per cent on the average 
net capital invested in all lines, but 
the income from the meat food bus- 
iness—limited by the government to 
9 per cent—fell to about half that 
rate. The net profit on total vol- 
ume—limited to 2.5 per cent—was 
1.9 cent on each dollar of sales. 

“We are helpless in the matter 
of reducing prices,” said J. Ogden 
Armour, head of the concern in the 
statement. “The are high because of 
the heights to which live stock and 
labor have gone. Our labor costs 
last year were $20,000,000 more than 
the preceding year. The same num- 
ber of pounds of live stock cost us 
in 1918 one hundred million dollars 
more than in 1917.”

Finance Committee of Coun- 
cil Refuses Funds to the 
Park Committee. 


The finance committee of council, 
in its Wednesday afternoon session, 
denied a total sum of $3,500 that was 
asked for by the park department 
for the purpose of maintaining play- 
grounds for the coming year, declin- 
ing to order that, or any other 
amount, in the tentative finance 
sheet that the committee is 
making up for the year 1919. A 
motion to give the park department 
$1,000 was also lost, as was another 
to give the department $1,500 for 
the playgrounds, 

Should this portion of the tenta- 
tive budget be accepted by general 
council, it will be the second year 
that the playgrounds have been de- 
prived of funds with which to op- 
erate during the ten weeks of the 
vacation period. Pleas were made 
for the funds for playgrounds, and 
for supervisors for them, by Chair- 
man C, T. Bailey, of the park com- 
mittee of council, and President 
Thom, of the park commission. Mr. 
Bailey declared that the parapher- 
nalia owned by the city, bought for 
the purpose of furnishing the play- 
grounds, was stored away and use- 
less without funds with which to 
run the grounds. 

For War Memorial. 

A request for $1,200, with which to 
put “Pershing Point” in shape for 
the war mothers, who wish to make 
it a memorial to the dead héroes of 
Fulton county, was reduced to $1,000, 
the latter amount being ordered into 
the tentative sheet. This little park, 
which was donated to the city last 
year, will be planted in trees, one 
each for every dead soldier or sailor 
from this county, whose names will 
be engraved on bronze tablets. The 
city will grade and sod the plat, be- 
sides placing the curbing and doing 
other necessary mason work: 

A request for additional park po- 
licemen, which was made by the 
park department, was referred to 
the police commission. 

Six hundred dollars was voted into 
the sheet for the purchase of an 
automobile for the general manager 
of parks, and several additional la- 
borers were allowed the department. 

A number of salary raises were 
asked for by the department, but 
these were granted in but few in- 
stances, the pay of the park depart- 
ment workers remaining in many 
cases as they were left after a raise 
given them last year. 

Several Improvements, 

For a new roof for the zoo at 
Grant Park, $1,800 was put into the 
tentative sheet for 1919. Five thous- 
and dollars was voted to finish the 
Grant Park swimming pool, pro- 
vided the county provides the same 
amount, and $2,000 each was allow- 
ed for improvements of a perma- 
nent nature at Grant and Piedmont 
These amounts for improve- 
ments were greatly reduced from 
the amounts asked for by the park 
department. 

The greater portion of the after- 
noon was spent in.making up the 
park department's portion of the 
new budget, after which the fihance 
committee took up the construction 
department. This department will 
be finished this morning, and it is 
believed that the work of the fi- 
nance committee on the 1919 bud- 
get will have been completed by 
Friday afternoon. It will be pre- 
sented to council for adoption Mon- 
day next. 


$20,000 IN BUDGET 
TO PAY OLD DEBT 
OWING BY ATLANTA 


Asking that the city refund $20,- 
000 of the balance of a fund of $25,- 
000 that was put up by public spir- 
ited citizens about six years ago in 
order to aid the city in bringing 
about the widening of the bottle 
neck of Peachtree street, Robert F. 
Maddox, former mayor and promi- 
nent banker, accompanied by a num- 
ber of prominent capitalists, bank- 
ers and real estate men of the city, 
appeared before the finance com- 
mittee of council Wdnesday after- 
noon and réquested that the above 
amount be placed in the tentative 
budget the committee is now mak- 
ing’ up. ; 


which he declared Atlanta owed the 
money under a moral obligation, the 
citizens having no legal claim upon 
the city, the finance committee vot- 
ed to include the full amount asked 
for in the sheet. 

County Has Paid, 

“This money,” said Mr. Maddox, 
the spokesman for the party of citi- 
zens, “‘was furnished the city at a 
vitally nétessary time, and upon the 
promise of the city to return it, five 
thousand dollars a year. Twenty- 
five thousand dollars was put up in 
cash for the city and the same 
amount for the county, which was 
under the game agreement as the 
city to return the money. The county 
has paid the full amount, but the 
city only paid $5,000, leaving a bal- 
ance of $20,000 due these citizens 
who came to Atlanta’s rescue when 
a vital improvement - was to be 
made,” 

Mr. Maddox showed that property 
values had increased to such an ex- 
tent that the city had reaped more 
in taxes than the amouht owed to 
the citizens. He also showed that 
the citizens had lost in the six years, 
in interest, more than the amount of 
the first payment made by the city, 
of 000, which amount was to have 

yp annually. He declared 

the city should pay this obli- 
Bas‘on, which was an honest debt, 
efore it made any appropriations, 
as it was a moral obligation which 
involved the financial reputation of 
the city. 

A motion was at first made to put 
$10,000 of the amount in the 1919 
sheet, but this was lost by a substi- 
tute to include the entire amount of 
$20,000. 7 

Purchased Rhodes Strip. 

“This amount has been included 
in every budget since the debt was 
made by the city,” said Mr. Maddox, 
“but somehow it got lost in the shuf- 
fle.” He expressed the hope that 
no such fate awaited the present 
action of the committee. 

The money furnished the citv by 
the citizens mentioned above was 
in the sum of $50,000 for the pur- 
pose of purchasing a ten-foot strip 
of ground from A, G, Rhodes, which 
was to be used for widening Peach- 
tree afreet at the “bottle neck” be- 
tween mare way and Ellis street.

pressing the will of the voters of a 
particular party as to the choice of 
candidates for congress.” 


FOOD TAKEN TO VIENNA 
BY BRITISH SOLDIERS 


Vienna, January 15.—A small body 
of British troops arrived here today 
as the convoy of a trainload of food- 
stuffs. a present from the _ British 
army in Italy to the women and 
children of Vienna. Greatecrowds 
followed the convoy through the 
streets, giving the men a cordial 
welcome, but one devoid of any es- 
pecial enthusiasm.

Change World’s Series Rule. 


New York, January 15.—National 


league baseball players will receive 
an unpleasant surprise with their 


1919 contracts as a result of the 
magnates’ action today in adopting 
a club salary limit of not more than 
$11,000 per month. This is the most 
radical financial retrenchment at- 
tempted by a major league in many 


eyears and will prove a startling up- 


set to those diamond stars who may 
have expected a continuation of thd 


high salaries and iong-time con- 
tracts of pre-war days. 

Under the new regulation, which 
was adopted by a vote of 6 to2, the 
maximum monthly salary limit dur- 
ing the playing season must not ex- 
ceed $11,000, plus the manager's sal- 
ary. This will make the seasonal 
payroll foot up approximately $60,- 
000 for a playing period of about 
five and a half months. With a club 
roster of twenty-two players the 
average will be $500 per player per 
month. The new rule also carries 
a penalty, in the form of a fine of 
$5,000 for every infraction. 


NEW YORK AND CHICAGO 
WERE AGAINST LIMIT. 


In its original form the regulation 
carried a very much smaller maxi- 
mum limit and there was a long ar- 
gument over the proposed rule. Sev- 
eral amendments, each increasing 
the amount, were offered in turn 
until the limit was raised to $11,000. 
When this came to a vote all the 
clubs except New York and Chicago 
voted for this maximum and it was 
declared carried. 

No similar rule has appeared on 
the National league books since 
about 1890, whene there was a sal- 
ary limit clause in the players’ con- 
tracts of $2,400. The league presi- 
dent is given authority to enforce 
the new rule and has the power to 
have the books of any club audited 
in case he thinks that the regulation 
is being violated. 

Salary limitation was the out- 
standing feature of all-day sessions 
of the National league and the Na- 
tional Association of Professional 
Baseball clubs. The minor organi- 
zations finally agreed upon the form 
of their request for the lifting of 
the draft regulations and the senior 
major leaguers went on record re- 
garding a number of proposed 
changes which they desire the Amer- 
ican league to jointly adopt at the 
special meeting of the two leagues to- 
morrow, as well as several addition- 
al alterations of their own by-laws. 


LOW PLAYER LIMIT 
WILL BE ADOPTED. 


The league desired to amend the 
waiver rule so players cannot be re- 
called once waivers are asked, and 
also stated that it was the sentiment 
of the organization that a similar 
rule was desirable with the Ameri- 
can league to cover cases of players 
waived from one league to the other, 
No action was taken on the player 
limit, it being decided to consult 
with the American league magnates 
tomorrew in order that the lowest 
possible limit may be agreed upon. 
The present regulations call for 
twenty-one players in the American 
league after May 15 and twenty-two 
in the National. 

The Nationals also readopted the 
rule barring the beginning of 
spring practice earlier than thirty 
days before the opening of the sea- 
son. This will permit the clubs to 
operate after March 23 and Presi- 
dent Hevydler stated that since this 
date falls on Sunday he would’ con- 
sider the presence of the players in 
camp on the previous Saturday 
within the letter of the rule. Send- 
ing pitchers to “boiling out” camps 
at the expense of the clubs previous 
to this date also will be considered 
a violation, 

Changes in the present world 
series rules also were favored and 
will be discussed with the American 
league at the joint meeting tomor- 
row. It is proposed to amend the 
rules placing the players upon a 
percentage basis as far as the money 
awards are concerned, without fix- 
ing a maximum or minimum amount, 
as was the case last season. Divid- 
ing a portion of the players’ pool 
among the men of the first four 
clubs, as in the past, was advocated. 
It was also decided that in the fu- 
ture the National league club par- 
ticipating in the series shall turn 
back 50 per cent of its shares of 
the gate receipts to the league treas- 
ury, in place of the usual 25 per cent. 


NATIONAL COMMISSION 
MAKE-UP NOT DECIDED. 
There was no discussion of the 


national commission situation other | 


than that the league still favors a 
neutral chairman if the three-man 
commission is to be continued. This 
matter will come up at the joint 
meeting tomorrow afternoon, which 
the Nationals went on record today 
as favoring as an annual affair. 

It was moved that President Fred 
Mitchell, of the Chicago club, and 
Vice President John J. McGraw, of 
the New York club, both of whom 
are managers of the teams, be per- 
mitted to represent the league at 
the coming joint meeting, but the 
motion was lost, 4 to 4. 

The National league schedule call- 
ing for a 140-game season was con- 
sidered and referred back to the 
schedule committee for approval and 
publication. | 

About thirty represenietives of 
ten minor baseball leagues, all mem- 
bers of the National association, held 
a protracted session, They discussed 
proposed changes in the national 
agreement which will be presented 
to the joint meeting of the National 
and American leagues tomorrow, 
with a request that a reply be given 
them by the big leagues by 6 o’clock 
next Friday evening. 

The principal changes recommend- 
ed refer to the present draft rule and 
the formation of a new governing 
board on which the two major 
leagues and the National association 
would have equal representation. 
The board would settle all disputes 
or complaints involving major and 
minor leagues only. 

The minor’s proposition regarding 
the draft rule is that major league 


clubs may arbitrarily purchase one) 


player from each club in class AA 
for $7,500 between November 1 and
